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Casualties in Vietnam 
Rise in Weekly Report 

SAIGON, Nov. 14 (AP) — -Combat casualties in the Viet- 
nam war edged up last week for U.S., South Vietnamese 
and enemy forces, the allied commands reported today. 

The reporting period, Nov. 3 through Nov. 9, was the 
first full week since' the halt in the bombing of North 
Vietnam. 

The week generally was one of sporadic, scattered ac- 
tion across the country with no major sustained fighting. 
Although the casualty tolls increased somewhat, they still 
were below those of most weeks in ithe first nine months 
of the year. 

[The Pentagon reported that 43 American servicemen 
died as the result of accidents and other causes not at- 
tributable to enemy action during the reporting period. 
So far in the war the total of such nonhostile deaths is 
485QJ
